NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The New Year, with its solemn rites, is again upon nus; may 
it leave the House of Israel happi-r and better for the salutary discipline 
which it exercises. It is no small boon to possess set periods for thinking 
about life and destiny. Some find the fixing of times irksome, it galls, 
“Can we be told to repent just when the Calendar bids us do it? You 
make it a matter of Almanacs rather than of the conscience. The Rabbis 
said ‘ there are four New Years,’ there ought to be three huodred and sixty 
five.” This argument is plausible, but it eats at the root of ceremony 
altogether. And the objectors are hardly consistent. They find no such 
difficulty in taking their seaside holidays by the Almanac. In fact, human 
conscience cannot always be at a point of tension; it needs stringing and 
tuning. No religion can afford to overlook this obvious truth. ‘ Repent 
one day before thy death,” says the Jewish sage, meaning ** Repent now and 
always,” for no man knows the day of his death. But Judaism does not 
believe in constantly harping on man’s sinfulness ; it says less about repent- 
ing than do the street-corner preachers. Let it suffice now and then to call 
men to a sense of their shortcomings and their duties. Surely if the Shofar 
were blown every day, few would be the listeners. 


If the community is in search of modes of repentance it has not far to 
look for them. From every side, as our Summary of the Year in another 
column shows, may be heard the cry for funds. Most of our institutions are 
in an impoverished condition financially ; and one of the best recognised 
means of repentance is charity. There is little use, we fear, in preaching on 
this subject, whether from the pulpit or the press. But this solemn time may 
move men to give, who at other periods are not wont to be liberal. The 
synagogue ritual for the New Year is caleulated to move the most stony 
heart. What a liturgy itis! Full of the pathetic and the awful; calling 
up memories of heroism and of sin, of man’s littleness and of God's great- 
ness. But amid all is heard the refrain that God is the Father of His 
creatures. King he is and Judge, but Father too; and those who have erred 
against His mandates of right, those who have been traitors to their King, 
may come with tears but with hope to the feet of their loving Father im 
Heaven. May the year about to begin bring its store of light and hope to 
all; may it be in sooth a “ Happy New Year,” a year fresh with promise 
and performance, a year, to quote the quaint liturgical phrase, ‘‘ Sweet as the 
honey which we eat thereon.” But we are afraid that the custom of eating 
honey on New Year's Eve is more honoured in the breach than in the 
observance, 


The cycle of sacred days which the coming week will usher in abounds 


in quaint ceremonial customs, some of which are fast dying out, while others 
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retain their vitality. The recital of propitiatory prayers—Selichoth—for 
some days before the commencement of the New Year is one of those 
features, which, though on the wane, has not disappeared. This year, the 
festival falling on Monday, the Selichoth period extends over more than a 
week. The curious reason assigned for this arrangement is as follows : Very 
pious people—* men of action” as they are called in Rabbinical literature — 
were accustomed to fast during the Ten Days of Penitence. On four of 
these days, however, they were precluded from fasting, viz., the two days of 
the Festival, the Sabbath of Penitence and the Eve of the Day of 
Atonement. Therefore when the New Year fell on Monday the whole of 
the previous week was declared propitiatory in order to give them an 
opportunity to substitute for the four non-fasting days other days selected 
from the Selichoth week. 


The custom of eating certain foods on the New Year has only partially 
survived. Who now-a-days feels called upon to partake of sheep’s head, to 
commemorate Abraham's sacrifice of a ram on Mount Moriah in substitution 
for the offering of his son ; meanwhile pronouncing the formula: ‘“ May we 
become the head, and not the tail?” But the eating of apples and honey, 
accompanied with the prayer that the coming year may be sweet as honey, is 
still generally observed. The quaint practice of assembling three learned 
Jews on the morning of New Year, and constituting them a iribunal for the 
absolution of vows, must, we imagine, have few votaries in the present day. 
But there is nothing positively objectionable in such a ceremony. Like thie 
formula of Kol Nidré, this act of dissolution only applies to vows which a 
man has made to his own conscience ; it has no bearing whatever on promises 
which he may have made to a fellow creature. Another old-time custom 
connected with the New Year and Days of Penitence is that of praying aloud. 
It was permitted at this period only, because worshippers were provided with 
books, and therefore were not likely to be disturbed by the cries of their 
neighbours. Yet many authorities inveighed against the custom, and some 
distinctly prohibited it. 


The practice of Tashlich still lingers in many an old-fashioned com- 
munity. In the East End of London, hundreds of foreign Jews may be 
seen wending.their way in the direction of Tower Hill for the purpose of 
performing this ancient rite. Its origin is, doubtless, connected with the 
prophetic utterance: “ Thou wilt cast into the depths of the sea ail their 
sins. And all the sins of thy people, the house of Israel, thou wilt cast into 
a place where they will be remembered no more.” Jabbinical writers have, 
however, assigned other reasons. Some authorities are of opinion that praying 
by the water-side suggests that the inhabitants of the deep are in constant 
danger of being caught in the fisherman’s net, and that such a suggestion will 
lead to penitential reflections. Another explanation of the practice connects 
it, like many other New Year customs, with the offering up of Isaac. 
related in the Midrash that when Abraham and Isaac were on their way to 
Mount Moriah, Satan sought to intercept them by placing a large river -in 
their way. The patriarch and his son, however, foiled the efforts of Satan 
by wading through its water at the risk of their lives. It was in consequence 
of the delay which this involved that the journey to Moriah occupied three 
days. The idea of Satan, as typifying the sinner’s accusing conscience, 


naturally plays a large part in the symbolism of the New Year and the Ten 
Days of Penitence. 


The adoption by the Committee of the Hungarian House of Magnates 
of the Bill giving to Jews the same rights as members of other creeds should 
be of good omen for its acceptance by the House itself. This tardy act of 
justice the Jews will have well earned by their patriotic services to Hungary, 
not the least among them being the promotion of the study of its language and 
literature, which were so readily acknowledged by Ministers and others during 
the discussion in Committee. It is gratifying to notice the name of 
Eotvos—the bearers of which have strenuously fought in the past for Jewish 
emancipation—figuring, in the person of the Minister of Public Instruction, 
among the members of the Committee who publicly recognised what Hungary 
owes to the Jews. It is not improbable that the remarkable and unusual 
incident we recorded last week—the opening by the Emperor Francis J oseph 
of a Jewish charitable institution—may have influenced the Committee of 


the House of Magnates in arriving at their decision to place the crowning 
stone on the fabric of Jewish emancipation. 


It was a somewhat singular coincidence that Archdeacon Farrar. in the 
course of his sermon on Sunday last at St. Margaret's, Westminster, should 
have referred to the same subject to which our correspondent drew attention 
in our last issue in his article headed “Grace at Meals.” Our correspondent 
remarked that ‘it was deeply to be regretted that this salutary observance of 
pronouncing a ‘Grace,’ whether long or short, before and after meals. was 
gradually falling into desuetude in Jewish circles: but it w 
rageous, when one observed that the presence of one or more Christians at 
the table of a Jew had, in many instances, to answer for the laxity of ‘too 
many of our brethren in this respect.”

PERSECUTED POLAND. 

Information has been received from Warsaw that ithe Jews in Poland are 
greatly afraid that further restrictive measures are again contemplated. 
There were indications a few weeks back of an improvement in the condition of 
the Jewish population and in what is known as the “J ewish Question,” and hopes 
were entertained that this would continue, but the sudden severity and tyranny 
of the emaller officials indicate that a change of policy has been ordered at 
headquarters. 


THE ‘“‘TEN PER CENT. LIMIT’? APPLIED TO WORKMEN, 

It is well known that in the Russian schools only 10 per cent. of the pupils 
attending them, and sometimes only 5 per cent. may be of the Jewish persuasion. 
In a letter recently received from Odessa, it is stated that a similar restriction is 
in future to apply to Jews working in the port as carriers, lightermen, boatmen, 
measurers and weighmen. An employer of labour will therefore only be per- 
mitted to engage one Jewish workmen to nine non-Jews. If this statement is 
true, it isa very serious matter for the Jews of Odessa, many of whom are 
engaged upon work in the port. 


EDUCATION IN RUSSIA—THE “FIVE PER CENT. 
APPLIED TO GIRLS’ SCHOOLS.” 


The Odessa newspapers continually refer to the large number of Jewish 
children who have no chance of entering the middle class schools, in consequence 
of the 10 per cent. limit. It is a positive fact that for every vacancy there are 
20 to 30 candidates, and hundreds are waiting for the chance of admission. Many 
of them unsuccessfully try to enter year after year, and the same is the case in the 
Gymnasia and Real Schools. The number of non-Jewish students admitted to the 
New Russian University to the 10th of August last (0. 8.) is 63, that of the Jews 
only eeven. Yet the applications from Jewish candidates are enormous. 

The Jews in the southern towns say that after the New Year the 5 par cent. 
limit will apply to Jewesses attending the gymnasia for girls. For this reason, 
perhaps, the Odesskiy Listok mentions that there is a great rush of Jewish girls 
for admission this year at Elisavetgrad. The same paper is more definitely 
informed with respect to Nikolayev. Itsays: ‘‘ After the New Year the num- 


ber of Jewish girls admitted to the local gymnasia will be reduced to five per 
cent.” 


The Kiyevlyanin states that up to August 20th (0. s.), the Council of the 
University of St. Viadimir had this year received 525 applications from students 
for admission, who had finished their course in the gymnasia. Of these, 150 were 
from Jews, of whom only 39 were admitted. They had all obtained medals. 


however, on leaving the gymnasia, arid almost the highest marks obtainab'e were 
endorsed on their certificates. 


: RUSSIAN USURERS. 

The Kieff papers describe to what kind of loans the local farmers had to 
resort during the recent harvest, now that the expulsion of Jewish competitors 
has given the orthcdox Russian money-lenders a freehand. In the Province of 
Podolsk short loans at 15 to 18 per cent. interest per annum were considered 
advantageous, whilst the majority paid as much as 24 per cent. and more. One 
farmer paid 30 roubles for a loan of 300 roubles for the month, or at the rate of 
120 per cent. per annum. These money-lenders not only had their demands 
satisfied, but were thanked for their services. They are said to be principally 
Government officials who have resigned their positions after having accumulatcd 
sufficient capital from bribery and blackmailing to commence business as usurers. 
The peasants, wherever they are able, prefer to borrow from the Jewish money- 


lenders, who are less hard upon them, than from the orthodox Russian “ Clenched 
Fists,’ as the peasants call them. | 


CHOLERA—THE RESULT OF OVER-CROWOING. 
“From all sides,” writes the /zraelita, “ information is being received of the 
devastations caused by cholera amongst the over-crowded Jewish population, and

JEWISH FUNDS SEIZED FOR COMBATTING CHOLERA. 

In view of the re-appearance of cholera in the Province of Pydolsk and the 
probability of an outbreak in the Province of Kieff, the Governor of the latter 
province has received permission from the Minister of the Interior to use the 
funds of the Jewish meat tax for combatting the epidemic. It will be remem- 
bered that this same Governor obtained permission earlier in the year t> use this 
fund —which is formed by the Jews for their scholastic and communal require- 
ments—to defray the cost of extra police—t» assist in expelling the Jews! 


JEWISH FUNDS AGAIN EMPLOYED FOR EXPELLING JEWS. 


The Minister of the Interior has consented to the application of the Governor 
of Yalta for permission to distribute the sum of 2,100 roubles from the fund of 
the Jewish meat tax, amongst the poor Jewish families now being expelled. The 
petition for an allowance of 5,700 roubles from the same fund for repairs to the 
Synagogue has not yet been granted. 


| EXPULSIONS FROM BAKU. 
Nearly all the Jews of the town of Baku have been served with orders of 


expulsion ; only 18 families have been spared, as they are considered by the 
Authorities to be “ useful to the locality.” The poor Jews will have to travel t) 


the Pale by étape, unless railway tickets are furnished by their coreligionists, 
EXPULSIONS FROM WEREMBERG. 


The Rifskiy 


Viestnik is informed that an order has been issued for the

expulsion of the Jews from Weremberg in the Province of Livonia. In fact, 
the majority of them have already left the town. 


EXPULSIONS OF RAILWAY OFFICIALS. 
The Olesskiy Listok says that the South Western Railway will shortly be 
taken over by the Government, and that the 63 Jews now employed on the line 
will then be dismissed. 


A JEWISH PALE OF SETTLEMENT FOR SIBERIA, 


The Siberian administrators have interpreted the law prohibiting Jews from 
residing outside the Jewish Pale of Settlement in European Russia, as necegsj- 
tating the establishment of a Pale of Settlement for Jews residing in Siberia, 
either from choice or compulsion. Henceforth Jews living in villages in that 
region will, it is stated, have to move to the new Pale. 


REPRESENTATION REFUSED TO JEWS. 

The Jews of Tiflis, Kutais, and Akhaltzik, who form a considerable portion 
of the population, have recently petitioned the Authorities to allow them to be 
represented on the Municipal Councils. The local authorities appear to have con- 
sented subject to the approval of the Minister of the Interior, but that official 
has refused to sanction so tolerant an act. 


HOW JEWS ARE DISCOVERED. 

The Russian papers state that the Minister of Finance has ordered all private 
banks to exhibit in some prominent position, in their offices, the names of all their 
directors, managers and staff. They are particularly ordered not to translate 
Jewish or foreign names into orthodox Russian names.

A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday, the 25th 
inst., at 60, Old Broad Street. There were present: Sir Samuet Monract, Bart., 
M.P., ,Vice-Chairman, in the Chair; the Very Rev. the Chief Rabbi, Rey. §, 
Singer, Dr. A. Wolff, Messrs. N. L. Cohen, O. j. Simon, and I. Spielman. 

The Committee further considered the distress caused among the Jews by 
the fire at Plunjiany, which had been brought to their notice by the Princess 
Ogiusha, but were unable to make any grant as it is not a case of religious per- 
secution. 

An application from the Hebrew Philanthropic Society of Nottingham for 
further aid was referred back to the Society for evidence that the persons relieved 
had been the victims of persecution. 

The Annual Report of the Evening Classes Committee was presented, from 
which it appears that 53,035 individual attendances had been made during the | 
past session, as compared with 47,623 attendances in the preceding session. The 
Committee ordered the Report to ba printed at the end of the Annnal Report, and 
passed a unanimous vote of thanks to the Hon. Secretaries of the Evening 
Classes Committee, Messrs. B. B. Halford and H. R. Levinsohn, not alone for the 
ability with which that document had-been drawn up, but also for the zeal and 
organising skill with which they, in conjunction with their colleagues, had super- 
vised the Classes 

Important information of a confidential character was received from Russia, 
and appropriate measures were adopted in connection therewith. 


Several individual cases of a superior kind were considered and suitably 
dealt with, 


CoNSECRATION OF A SYNAGOGUE aT NortH Bow.—Oa Sunday afternoon 
last, a small synagogue erected by Mr. S. Rousen, adjoining his residence, 
Argylle House, Parnell Road, Bow, was consecrated. Mr. Rousen, for many 

ears a member of the New Synagogue, transferred his membership to the Kast 
anton Synagogue on the erection of that place of worship, but the infirmities 
of age have prevented him and his wife, who is totally blind, from attending the 
services except at rare intervals. Mr. Rousen who has built the synagogue (3 
commodious and bright looking building) at his own expense, hopes that the 
arrangements he has made for public worship in the district will be appreciated 
by the inhabitants of the neighbourhood, which is a considerable distance from 
any public place of worship, and their attendance is invited on Sabbaths and 
Festivals, The consecration ceremony was conducted by the Revs. J. F. Stern 
and I, Greenberg. Mr. Stern taking his textfromthe 26th Psalm: “Lord, I 
love the habitation of Thy house and the place where Thy glory dwelleth, 
delivered an address on “ The love for God’s House and His Service.” In the 
course of his address, Mr, Stern said: Iam old enough to remember the time 
when no properly constituted Jewish Congregation existed East of the Great 
Synagogue, and it isa satisfaction for me to recall this afternoon, when we are 
inaugurating the facilities for public worship which our friend has established 
in this remote quarter of the metropolis, that my late father was one of a0 
earnest band of East End Jews who founded a humble place of worship 12 
Assembly Passage, Mile End Road, so that they might have a religious centre 
near their homes, where they and their children might meet.together for Diviwe 
Service. How devotedly did these earnest Jews love their little synag ee 
how regularly did they attend its services, how sincerely and decorously di 
they offer up their prayers, how truly did each humble congregant realise the 
sentiment of the Psalmist, when with religious ecstasy and ardent entbusias™ 
he burst forth with the words of the text. And was it not due to the love that 
these earnest Jews manifested for their humble Bethel, to the willing sacrifices 
they made to establish and support a small sanctuary, that in course 0 years 
our East London nyuagogte was erected in what is now a populous J 
district, and which I sincerely hope will be not only a House of Prayer. id 
future generations of Jews and Jewesses, but a centre of communal and ro:ige 
activity. And who can foretell what shall be, with the blessing of [04, . 
development of this small oratory which our friend has created primarily for 
own convenience and his own satisfaction, so that he and his afflicted wife wee 
not be deprived in their old age of the privilege and the blessing of taking on 4 
in public worship as they have been accustomed in the years of health et 
strength. I sympathise with our friend in his desire, and I ho that those 
our coreligionists who reside in the district will avail themselves of this aod 
tion to assemble here on Sabbaths and Festivals to worship the Lord G of 
Israel according to our ancient custom, so that his efforts may be 4 80¥ 
blessing to himself, and a means of drawing others nearer to God. Mr.

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TALMUD TORAH OLASSES. love of Thee, great and holy God of Israel, Father and Redeemer of all msn, 
We yield Thee our heartfelt thanks for the goodness Thou hast dealt unto us. 


The Chief Rabbi consecrated on Sunday last the new Talmud Torah 
Synagogue and School, 8, Great Garden Street, Whitechapel. These Classes 
were formed a few years ago with the objectof su plementing in the evening the 
Hebrew and religious instruction waich is given uring the day at Jewish and 
Board Schools in Spitalfields and Whitechapel, and is necessarily restricted 
owing to the exigencies of the Government Code. The Classes were at first 
located in Steward Street, Spitalfields, and on these premises becoming inadequate 
the Managers of the Jews’ Free School, at the solicitation of the Chief Rabbi, 
courteously placed several of their rooms at the disposal of the Talmnd Torah 
Committee. The Classes wsre held in Bell Lane for about eighteen months, 
and th: institution re received several hundred pounds from the Levin 
Bequest, the Committee have now been able to acquire their own premises. 
Although the approach to tle new school is not all that could be desired, the 
class-rooms themselves are st ac_ous and well ventilated. Like the rooms, the 
synegogue is devoid of any ornamentation, In the vestibule is a large marble 
tablet (the work of Messrs, Harris and Son, of Beaumont Street, Mile Ead) 
recording, in Hebrew and English, the names of the founders and Committees, 

The Consecration Service was conducted by the Rev. M. Hast, assisted by 
the choir of the Great Synagogue, under the direction of Mr. Henri de Solla, 
and commenced with the usual procession into the synagogue, among the 
bearers of the Scrolls of the Law being the Chief Rabbi, the Dayanim, Revs. B. 
Spiers and Susman Cohen) and Mr. Marcus N. Adler, who formally “ opened ”’ 
the buildings, During the ceremony, the Chief Rabbi delivered a discourse, the 
opening portion being in German and the remainder in English. 

The Chief Rabbi took as his text, “ And. that they may teach their children ” 
(Deuteronomy iv., 10). He showed by reference to Biblical and Talmudic 
literature the importance tbat was attached to an intelligent, zealous and 
methodical system of instruction—an importance that was reflected in our 
Liturgy, since the litanies on the Penitential Days culminated in the prayer: 
“ Hearken unto us for the sake of the school-children.” The preacher then 
continued : It must, therefore, be a source of genuine satisfaction to you, that 
you have at last succeeded in overcoming the many difficulties that stood in 
your way, and that you bave been enabled to erect this commodious buildin 
for the purposes of a Talmud Torah School. The question may be asked, Di 
a real necessity exist for the establishment of this institution? Is not instruc- 
_ tion in Hebrew and religion imparted at the Free and the Stepney Schools ? 
Does not the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge exert itself 
to the utmost to provide this indispensable religious and moral training for 
nearly 5,000 children in connexion with eight different Board Schools? What, 
then, is the need for a Talmud Torah? {[n answer to this question, I would 
state that, however great the anxiety of the managers of these various schools 
and Classes, however zealous the efforts of the teachers, the amount of Hebrew 
knowledge imparted in the various standards, except the highest, is but small 
and inadequate. I may speak with some authority on the subject, for I am 
mainly responsible for the syllabus of instruction, and I am painfully aware tbat 
I have been obliged to whittle down the subjects in the various standards owiog 
to the imperious demands upon the teacher's time and the pupils’ brains made by 
the Government Code. It was, therefore, natural that some of our brethren 
should be inspired with the anxious desire to obtain a more extended instruc- 
tion than was ordinarily provided in our Elementary Schools and Classes, And 
this Talmud Torah hkewise aims at supplying a want, to the existence of which 
C have frequently referred in public, The Education Department and the 
School Board are most emphatic in urging managers and teachers to use all the 
influence they possess to induce scholars who have left the Day Schools to join 
_ the Evening Continuation Schools, so that the knowledge gained during the 

earlier years may be preserved and amplified. And, with a similar purpose, we 
hope to welcome within these rooms a goodly number of those who have left 
sshool, and who have been apprenticed to various trades and who desire to make 
a worthy use of their leisure on Sabbaths and in the evenings by devoting them 
to Talmud Torah. Verily, dear congregants, as you look upon this house and 
think of the excellent purpcses to which it will be henceforth devoted, you will 
ex with grateful hearts, “ Blessed be the Merciful One, who has helped us 
thus-_/r.””. But, dear friends, if you would wish this Talmud Torah to be really 
successful, if you honestly desire that it should win the sympathy and goodwill 
of those members of the commnnity whose sympathy and goodwill you justly 
prize, I would ask you to follow a few rules which I suggest for your guidance, 
So fix the hours of your tuition that they shall not interfere with the time 
during which the pupils of our communal and Board Schools are engaged in 
preparing their lessons. Do not tax the poor children too much. An earnest 
plea is raised by workmen thit they shall not be compelled to labour for more 
tban eight hours, It is not right that the delicate brains of our children should 
be over-strained and over-wrought. And next I would beg you to exert your 
utmost efforts that the instruction be imparted in English. I need not repeat 
to you the arguments I have used im my discourse on the importance of 
learning the language of the country in which we live. There is no value in 
your little ones Jearning to read the Bible unless they thoroughly grasp the 
meaning of each word they are taught. Remember what we are told in 
Nehemiah viii., 8, “ So they readin the book in the Law of God distinctly, and 
gave the sense, and caused them to understand the meaning.” How careful 
were our Talmudic sages in recommending ac:uracy. “ When you teach 
your son, teach him out of a book which is correct.” Anxiously they dis- 
courage faulty and ungrammatical language. Weare told in Erubin: “ The 
inhabitants of Judea, who were very exact in their language, retained the know- 
ledge of the Torah they bad gained, but the Galileans, who spoke a corrayt 
dialect and an inelegant jargon, soon lost the learning they had acquired.” I 
ain therefore gratified to know that you demand the services of masters who 
are well versed in English as well as in Hebrew. Earnestly do I hope that your 
search will not bein vain. It will be your endeavour likewise, I hope, that the 
teachers shall impart their instruction with proper method, that they preserve 
the strictest discipline, that they exercise the utmost patience with the scholars, 
that in their instruction they harmoniously blend gentleness and firmness. What 
excellent counsels are given on all these subjects in the Gemara and in the Joré 
Dea, Section 246, “An irritable man will never succeed as a teacher.” The 
teacher should go over the subject with his pupil until be has fully grasped it. 
A teacher who 1s neglectful of his work, who does not concentrate his full 
thought and entire energy upon it, to him the Biblical words apply. “ Cursed 5e 
he who does the work of the Lord deceitfully.” And this one point [ earnestly 
beg the managers and teachers ever to bearin mind. The purpose of the iostruc- 
tion here given should be not to render the pupils clever and sharp, but pious and 
good—that they be honest and upright in their dealings with their fellow-men, 
pure and truthful in their words, filled with a thorough knowledge of their 
religion and eager to practise its behests. Then it will be said of each of your 
scholars, “ B'essed be the parents who trained him, blessed his teachers who 
instructed him. ‘How excellent are his ways, how worthy his deeds.’ Aye, 
God in Heaven declares his praise, saying, ‘Thou art My servant, Israel, in whom 
I will be glorified.” The preacher then referred to the duty they owed to the 
ouse of Prayer they had erected in connexion with the Schoo!l-house, and 
pleaded for a vigorous support by the poor of an institution which had been 
reared for the poor, and the Lord would realise His gracious promise, * He will 
regard the prayer of the destitute and not despise their prayer.”

It had 
been said that it was cruel to teach children in the evening after they had had 
so many hours of schooling during the day, but they had the authority of 
Scripture for the fact that this was not cruel, sinca the people of Israel were 
He impressed on the 
Committee the necessity of imparting iustruction in pure Eogiish, and after 
expressing the hope that the Classes would spread over London and his 
appreciation of the unwearied and undaunted exertions of the President (Mr. 

arris Goodman) Mr. Adler, in conclusion, said thit it depeaded on the loyal 
way in which the Committee carried out their duties whether they would gain . 
the confidence and the support of the community, 


Mr. H. GoopMAN, in responding, said that it was most gratifying that whilst 
so many Jewish institations were struggling on account of financial difficulties, 
the Talmud Torah School was perfectly solvent. They had spent £150 on 
school furniture, £23 on gas fittings and £25 on the synagogue withoat touching 
a single penny of their capital. Mr. Goodman att ibuted much of the success 
to the fact that he was aided by a united and hard-working Committee. and he 
specially singled out Messrs. H. Richardson, W. Goodman, Wechsler, Ginsburg 
and L, Cohen.

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JEWISH EMANCIPATION IN THE OITY. 
BY LUCIEN WOLF. 
II.—-EARLY STRUGGLES. 


A good many years elapsed before the City became quite reconciled to the 
heterodox strangers in Portsoken. The officers of the Corporation jealously 
watched their proceedings and allowed few opportunities to escape them of 
making themselves unpleasant to the intruders. Such an occasion offered itself 
in 1677. One of the earliest difficulties with which the newly-formed Hebrew 
congregation had found itself confronted was the immigration of destitute coreli- 
gionists principally belonging to the Ashkenazi body. As early as 1650 the 
sanguinary persecu ion of the Jews by the Cossacks under Chmielnicki had sent 
a great wave of Polish-Jewish emigration through the western enero 
Europe. Menasseh ben Israel, himself, told Cromwell that the Jews were “in 
great straits in Poland, Lithuania and Prussia” ("") and urged their misfortunes 
as a reason for granting his petition for the readmission of his brethren to 
England. The journals of the day devoted considerable space to accounts of 
the distress of the Ashkenazim and specially noted that Hamburg was “full of 
fugitive Polish Jews.” ("") The first balance-sheet of the London Sephardi 
congregation shows that out of a total finta (") of £134 16 4d., the expense of 
returning immigrants was no less than £26 5s 3d. (”) Although the Synagogue 
seems to have successfully grappled with the problem, (*) as may be seen by the 
inconsiderable amount of the free distribution of .1/atzos—at this period it was not 
long before the presence of poor Jews in London attracted the notice of the 
Corporation. In July, 1677, the existence in London “of a number of destitute 
aliens pretending to be Jews” was reported to the Court of Aldermen, and it was 
promptly ordered “that no Jews without good estate be admitted to reside or 
lodge in London or the liberties thereof.” (**) The effect of this ill-meant 
restriction was not detrimental to the Jews. It certainly hampered the progress 
of the metropolitan Ashkenazim, but it relicved the Sephardim of a heavy charge, 
and gave an impulse to the formation of provincial communities, especially at 
Portsmouth and lull. (*) 
A wore serious source of trouble to the Londun Jews than the immigration 
‘of destitute coreligtonisis was the apostasy of their own unstable brethren. 
The Marranos, who had braved so much to return to the open profession of 
Judaism, could not disguise their chagrin at desertions from their pale, and did 
not hesitate to risk cutbursts of popular prejudice by attempts, not always 
peaceable, to reclaim their erring kindred. One such attempt raised the whole 
Jewish question anew in 1680. A certain Eve Cohen, a great-grand-daughter of 
Samuel Palache, the famous Ambassador at the Hague of the Sultan, Muley 
Ridan, of Morocco, anda daughter of a very wealthy and highly respected Jewish 
family of Delft in South Holland, eloped from her home with one of her brother’s 
eervants named Verboon, and took refuyre in London, 
to the Bishop of St. Asaph with a view to her baptism. Jewish friends in 
London did their best to persuade her to return to her parents and religion, but in 
vain. Acting under legal advice they instituted proceedings against her in order 
to effect her temporary arrest. The case was tried in the Lord Mayor's Court, 
and created much sensation. The Bishop of St. Asaph loudly appealed to the 
Lord Mayor for a decision which would vindicate “the honour of the Christian 
religion and of the English Nation,” and the magistrate readily’ responded to 
the invitation. Not only did he find for the defendant, but he told the plaintiffs 
‘*they should soon see what a thing they had done, who, finding themselves in a 
Christian country, and being as obnoxious to the Law as they all were, durst offer 
such an affront to the religion and to the nation.” He threatened to proceed 
against ** the whole sect,” and gave orders for an extract of “the laws in force 
against the Jews” to be prepared and submitted tohim(*). Whether the instruc. 
tions of the zealous justice were obeyed or not, there is no record to show. 
No action was, however, taken, presumably because it was again found that 
the legal position of the Jews was unassailable. 

Seven years later the City authorities were presented with another 
opportunity of falling foul of the Jews. The question of the wisdom of the 
exemption from payment of alien duties, granted in patents of denisation, had 
been raised by the leading London merchants in 1685, and the King had been 
petitioned to abolish the obnoxious privilege. This he had refused to do,and a con- 
siderable agitation was set on foot. No part was taken by the Corporation in the 
movement unti!, strange to say, it was discovered that the endenizened traders 
who enjoyed the privilege were all Jews. An ingenious Custom House officer 
named Pennington hit upon the legal point that, on the death of Charles [I., the 
patents of denisation granted by him had become void, and accordingly he entered 
actions against twenty Jewish merchants for non-payment of alien customs. As 
soon a8 the denomination of the privileged denisens was ascertained, the Corpora- 
tion joined in the outcry against them. The Court of Alderman were advised 
that, whether the denisations were void or not, the clauses exempting from pay 
ment of alien duties were a violation of the City’s ancient privileges of package, 
scavage, baillage, and alien porterage, and they consequently instructed Sir

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pliment was paid on behalf of the general body of Protestant aliens by the chiefs 
of the French and Dutch Churches. Until 1780 this tribute was annually paid 

and when it was discontinued the Court of Aldermen were compelled to make - 
extra allowance to the Lord Mayor in lieu of it. (**) 

It is not unlikely that this payment was inaugurated when the Synagogue ia 
Bevis Marks was building, the object being to escape any remonstranceg from 
the authorities against the opening of so large an heretical house of worship, It 
is certain that the City claimed the right of closing a synagogne if erected with. 
out permission of the Corporation. The only occasion on which this right wag 
exercised was at the instance of the Jews themselves. A dispute in the Ashkengzi 
Congregation, between the Chief Rabbi, Uri Phoebus, and a wealthy layman 
named Marcus Moses, of Hamburg, had led to a schism and the formation of 
rew congregation. After worshipping for a short time in private, the excom. 
municated /inyan engaged a Rabbi, and their leader, Marcus Moses, purchased a 
burial ground and set about erecting a synagogue in St. Mary Axe. These pro- 

ceedings caused great anxiety to the recognised leaders of the community, who 

naturally feared that a new congregation, independent of their control, might 
jeopardise the position and reputation of the whole body of Jews in the metropolis, 
To avert the danger, Bevis Marks and Duke’s Place joined hands and in March, 
1704, a formal protest against the opening of the new synagogue, signed by 
Abraham Mendez on behalf of the Sephardim, and Moses Hart on behalf of the 
Ashkenazim, was laid before the Court of Aldermen (). After due enquiry, 
the Court issued orders that the new building should not bo used as a syna- 
gogue. (”) Twenty-one yeare later, when Moses began to build the 
Hambro’ Synagogue in his garden in Magpie Alley, the Great Synagogue again 
made representations on the subject to the Corporation, and obtained a fiat 
to stop the building. (*!) This time, however, they do not seem to have been 
so successful. 

Another instance of the improved feeling of the Corporation towards. the 
Jews occurred in the same year that the synagogue in St. Mary Axe was closed. 
The city parishioners used to amuse themselves occasionally by electing Jews to 
parochial oflices in order to enforce their attendance at church or to fine them for 
neglecting theirduties. On two occasions, carly in the cighteenth cestury, Jews 
were elected Churchwardens of Allhallows, London Wall, and expelled the parish 
when they refused to'serve (*). In 1704, the Churchwardens of St. James's, 
Dake’s Place, appointed a Jew, named Jacob Mendes Velisario, Overseer of the 
Poor. The persecuting spirit in which this appointment was conceived is evident 
fromthe fact that, although Belisario was a man of co:siderable culture, he 
enjoyed no position of social importance ia the parish ana was actually at the 
time in receipt of the charity of the synagogue. He was advised to petition the 
Court of Aldermen for exemption. He did so, and the Court not only expressed 
its opinion that he was unqualified for the office, but sent their instructions to the 
Churchwardens to discharge him (*). 

At the same time the friendly attitude of the Corporation did not extend 
beyond protection and the maintenance of the sfatus quo. The Jews enjoyed the 
rizhts of residence and public worship, and had acquired, as we shall presently see, 
certain important commercial privileges. Beyond this the Corporation would not go. 
The Jews were aliens, they might be denizens ; they should not be citizens. Th: 
City put its foot down firmly on the first attempt of a Jew to acquire the freedom. 
In 1716 Solomon Fernandez Nunez, a member of a leading Sephardi family, the 
son of a free denizen and a native of the City, petitioned for permission to 
purchase the freedom. The case was a very strong one, for, in addition to his 


social position Nunez was a man of high character and, in his commercial 


dealings, had so far satisfied the alien rights of the Corporation that Colonel 
Peirce, the City’s Farmer of Package and Scavage, was actually in favour of his 
petition. In spite of all this the decision of the Court was against him—“for 
that he is a Jew they did not think fit to grant his request.” (*')

FOREIGN 


CANADA, 


An ancient misunderstanding between the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation and the Hebrew Benevolent Society in Montreal in regard to the 
distribution of sshool taxes has been settled. A curious provision in an Act of 
Parliament is revealed in the following resolution passed at a meeting of the 
Catholic School Board on the 14th September and transmitted to the Rev. 
Meldola de Sola, Minister of the Spanish and Portugues Synagogue: “ Con- 
sidering that according to Art, 34, Vict., chap. 12, sec. 9, any person belonging to 
the Jewish persuasion and owning real estate in the city of Montreal shall be 
entitled upon his delivering to the City Treasurer a request in writing to that 
effect to have his real property inscribed at his option upon either of the pinels 
No. 1 (Catholic) or No. 2 (Protestant): It is resolved that the school tax 
derived from the aforesaid properties, which in future may be placed on the 
Catholic panel, will be entirely divided among the children of the Jewish 
persuasion frequenting the schools established by them and placed under the 
control of this Board. The rate of the grant to these schools will be based on 
the average attendance of the pupils, as shown by the monthly reports sent 
to this Board and verified by the Director-General and the inspector of the 
Catholic schools of Montreal.”’ It appears that until 1836 all Jewish proprietors, 
without exception, were inscribed on the Protestant panel, and their children 
admitted to the Protestant schools on the same terms as Protestant children, 
and provision was made for the teaching of Hebrew to Jewisb children. Ia 
1885 the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, small, but wealthy, not being 
able to have their minister appointed as the Hebrew teacher in the Protestant 
schools under salary inscribed their names upon the Catholic school panel, the 
conditions being that that Board should return 80 per cent, of taxes collected 
to this congregation and keep 20 per cent., for commission, 

FRANCE, 

The Czar has decorated a number of French naval offizers and Government 
functionaries. Among the latter is M, Pontremoli, Chief Assistant Secretary 
at the Ministry of the Colonies. 


The town of Chaumont has lost its Mayor, M, Jules Trefousse, Officer of 
the Legion of Honour, who has just died at the age of 85. The deceased 
had endowed the town with the glove industry, which had brought it 
prosperity. The funeral, therefore, partook of the character of public 
mourning. Fully 6000 persons followed the remains, and the pall-bearers 
included the Prefect, the Deputy, the Procureur of the Republic, and a superior 
officer representing the General of Division. Tne Grand Rabbin of Vesoul 
delivered an impressive address at the grave. 

GERMANY. 

The recent appointment of Dr. Liudauer, Librarian of the Strassburg 
University, as Honorary Profe:sor of Philosophy at the University, is note- 
worthy, as there is associated therewith a professorship of Rabbinical Literature 
and particularly of the Talmud. 

On Sunday last a retired Jewish officer of the Prussian Army was buried 
with full military honours in the Jewish cemetery of Berlin, Herr Jakob was 


one of the few members of the Jewish faith, who rose in the Prussian Army. 
He had retired many years ago, for he was 78 years of age and lived in the 
Kaiser Wilhelmstrasse. Thence, from the house of mourning, his remains were 
escorted by a large contingent of his former regiment—the Garde Schiitzen— 
and the band of the battalion, to the cemetery at Weissensee. It is stated by 
a Berlin correspondent that this is the first time these military honours have 
been accorded to one of the Jewish faith. 


GREECE, 
The Jews of the Ionian Is.ands have to mourn the death of 
an illustrious defender, Mgr. lLatas, Archbishop of Zante. This 
prelate distinguished himself as a warm defender of the Jews 


against the attacks of their enemies, especially those who accused them of 
“ritual murder,” Ina recent letter to a leading Jew at Corfu, the Archbishop 
wrote that he would until his last breath continue to protest against the 
monstrous accusation of which the Jews were the victims ; indeed one of the 
last important acts of his life was to crown the noble task he had set himself. 
The solemn declaration which his Grace made to the Congress at Chicago with 
respect to the charge against the Jews is noticed by M. G, Bonnet-Maury in the

respectable place in the annals of the Jewish community. At home and 
abroad the stream of Jewish life has run strong and full, and if few of the 
year’s vessels have reached harbour, argosies are being borne on its breast 
which, with judicious and capable steering, will bring home treasures of 
enduring value. 

Sull, it is profitless to look into the future when the present is burdened 
with pressing difficulties. The poor are indeed always with us; not so 
invariably are the means at hand to relieve the destitute and provide for their 
elementary needs. The Board of Guardians has a sad tale to tell of pinched 
resources and increasing calls. There has been no lack of personal service, 
but a deplorable lack of money. The work of the Board has been severely 
hampered, and its energetic efforts to rouse the public to a sense of its duty 
have failed to produce any but the most ephemeral results, Encouraged by 
a successful collection made locally among the members of the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue, the Presipent of the Board convened a Conference, at 
which it was determined to form district Canvassing Committees. Subse- 
quently, collections were made by various synagogues. The amount thus 
raised only temporarily lightened the Board's difficulties, so that at the end 
of August Mr. B. L. Cones was compelled to make an appeal for further 
help. At present the Board is in sore straits, for its indebtedness to its 
bankers exceeds £1,500. Concurrently with this financial difficulty, the 
Board has found its present premisés unsuitable. A site for new offices has 
been acquired in Widegate Street, Bishopsgate, and it may be hoped that 
with the removal from its old abode the Board will be rescued, too, from 


some of its old troubles in obtaining the support necessary to it, unless the 
community is definitely resolved to abandon its former attitude and throw the 


= 


burden of relieving the Jewish poor on the rates. 


The mere thought of such a possibility accentuates the stress of the 
Immigration question. Here, however, the past year has a rosier aspect. 
Agitation has done its worst, and the poor alien comes out of the babble of 
hostile tongues with his character vindicated rather than injured. Evidence 
has accumulated from many sources, tending to prove that the extent of the 
immigration of aliens into this country has been enormously exaggerated. 
Last autumn, the exhaustive report of Mr. D. F. Scutoss and Mr, Boayerr 
to the Board of Trade was the first step towards the salutary removal from 
the public mind of a delusion which had long been a terrible bugbear. Very 
few of the Jews who go to the United States via England return to this 
country, and the failure of the cumbersome machinery which manages in 
America to keep out a handful of aliens—for the bulk contrive to elude all 
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bars set up by legislation—should be a potent warning to England to decline 


to sacrifice her reputation for freedom, and gain nothing in return. At the 
very moment when Lorp Savispury was claiming urgency for an Alien 
Restriction Bill in the House of Lords, the Board of Trade had in the press 
a series of statistics—since published—which demonstrated that the numbers 
of immigrants into England have been steadily decreasing. More recent 
figures show the same diminution, and Sir Wittram Harcourt had the 
weight of unimpeachable facts to support him in his refusal to grant facilities 
for the discussion of Lonp Saxisscry’s Bill in the House of Commons. 
This Bill, therefore, was abandoned after passing its second reading in the 
Upper House. But the Board of Trade Reports went beyond this merely 
negative verdict ; for, on the strength of police records, the Report paid a 
positive ¢ribute to the character of the immigrants in the principal towns of 
England. Amid this outside turmoil, the dia of controversy was. raised 
within the camp, and our columns resounded with the clash of contest. It 
is only just to the Jewish advocates of restriction to point out that the motive 
for their apparently inhospitable conduct was sympathy with the immigrants 
and a desire to spare them from the misery of attempting to win a liveli- 
hood in the already overcrowded metropolis. 


Herein lay, and lies, the one real danger. Mectings, summoned by 
obscure bat bustling orators, have attempted to convince the working-men of 
Jondon that the immigrant Jews are robbing them of employment and are 
adding to the general distress prevailing in the East End. Against these 
ebullitions of local feeling and prejudice an appeal to sober fact may be of 
little avail; yet, as the Labour leaders have resolutely set their face against 
the projected crusade, there is less ground for alarm. The whole Jewish 
population of London has been estimated to fall between 80,000 
and 90,000, and the publication of these and other items is an 
It is quite 


men of science of the first rank, all of whom declare the charge of cruelty 


to be unfounded. 

In matters educational, much satisfactory progress has been made, but 
here again some of the most meritorious undertakings have been starved well- 
nigh to death by want of funds. Especially has this been so with regard to 
the work of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge 
which will be reduced to the indignity of narrowing its sphere of activity Unless 
the yoluntary tax on members of the United Synagogue is productive of a 
richer harvest than we anticipate. A pleasing feature of the Scheme has 
been the readiness of the Berkeley Street Congregation to join in this, the 
latest attempt to ensure a religious education to the Jewish children attendin 
the Board Schools, The necessity for acombined effort is intensified by the action 
of the Diggleite party. Under the plea of merely interpreting the Act of 1870 
a bitter theological controversy has been induced which may eventually end in 
secularising the Board Schools altogether. The temporary outcome 
should Mr. Diceus’s party prove victorious in November—would be the 
forcible withdrawal of thousands of Jewish children from the Old Testament 
lessons now given in some of the Board Schools, and the consequent burden- 
ing of the shoulders of the Jewish Association with the entire labour of 
providing the religious education of our children now partly taught Scripture 
at the Board Schools. The importance of the controversy for English Jews 
was quickly seen, and a small Committee, representative of all sections of the 
community, has been formed to return Mr. CLlaupz G. Monreriore for the 
City of London. Mr. Naruan 8. Josepu exposed the real meaning of the 
Diggleite policy in a series of articles printed in our columns, but Mr, 
MoNTEFIORE can in no sense be described as a Diggleite. He is an indepen- 
dent candidate, belonging to the Progressive party as regards its social policy, 
and its desire to provide efficient schools, while on the other hand, he agrees so 
far with the Diggleite party that he is anxious to promote rather than in-

qi obvious that these numbers, which are substantially accurate, rob the agita- 
‘ff tion of all plausibility, and the protests of Mr. Joun Burns to his 
f constituents in July last, the defeat of a proposal in favour of restriction by 
: the London Trades Council in August, and the even more recent characteri- 
_ sation, by the Pagsipesr of the Trade Union Congress, of the attempt as 
dangerous and reactionary, may allay the pessimistic fears of some of the 
working-men of the metropolis. Such demonstrations as that of the 
“ Jewish Unemployed” in January last, and the disturbances which ensued 


juriously to affect the interests of denominational schools. A striking feature 
of the controversy has been the unanimous opinion on the excellence of the 
‘ Jewish” Board Schools, and Cardinal Vavenay, an interview with whom 
we published, was most sympathetic with the Jewish difficulties, Other 
interviews were also recorded in our columns, with Sir Joun Gorsrt, 
on some East End problems ; with Dr. Demso, and with Dr. Joszpn 
Kravuskopr, on his mission to Russia, Through the energy of Mr. 
C. G. Moyreriore, a committee has been formed for the training 


in the Great Synagogue are not caleulated to do their originators much 
service, and may prove detrimental by giving colour to a fictitious notion 
concerning the immigrant Russians, who are law-abiding almost to a fault. 


Rassia has not abated her old cruelty, but the centre of interest has 
shifted. Persecution in other lands and other ways has shown sizns of its 
presence. Roumania has practically excluded Jewish pupils from all public 
state-aided schools, towards the maintenance of which Jewish ratepayers 
have nevertheless to contribute. In Morocco, the death of Mutey Hassan 
has not changed the position of the Jews, and overt acts of oppression and 
injustice continue unchecked. The hideous blood-accusation has claimed its 
annual crop of false charges; naturally, in each case the accused experienced 
no difficulty in triumphantly establishing their innocence. In Rahova the 
indictment was formally withdrawn, and the perpetrators of the libel escaped 
scot free, but in Vienna Pavutus Meyer, a conyert to Christianity, and Dr, 
Decxent, editor of the Vaterland, received due punishment for publishing 
in the latter periodical a most detailed narrative of a “ ritual murder” of 
which Meyer claimed to have been an eye witness. A _ highly 
gratifying incident in Austria was the opening by the Emperor 
of a new Jewish Asylum at Lemberg. In this country, happily, 
there has been no symptom of that spirit of anti-Semitism rampant on the 
continent, which compels our foreign brethren to take up arms and to wage 
a wordy warfare where silence would perchance be the braver course. The 
regrettable attack on the Jews in Cork, and the Scotch trial of the legality 
of the Shechita, were neither of them due to apy popular ill-will towards us. 
In Cork, the attack was provoked by a mistaken notion that an Irish Jew 
had been preaching in the streets against Roman Catholicism, but condem- 
natory letters were addressed to Sir Samugen Moyracu by Mr. Justin 
McCarruy and Mr. Joun Repuonp and the incident was speedily forgotten, 
In Aberdeen, again, the proceedings taken against the President, Mr. Zanurex 
and the Shochet, the Rev. Mr. Lirrmay, were actuated by an ovensealons 
desire to prevent cruelty to animals. The verdict of “ not proven ” against 
Mr, Lirtmayy left the question in a somewhat unsatisfactory state, but since 
the trial English opinion has had an excellent opportunity of becoming better 
informed on the matter. In his paper on Sanitation as taught by the Mosaic 
Code, the Cuiey Rassi referred to the question at Church House, while 
Horagata Dr, Demso has not only written some most valuable works on 
the scientific aspect of the controversy but visited England to study the 
killing of animals in public slaughter houses. Dr. Demso was present 
(without taking part in the proceedings) at a Congress of Societies for the 
protection of animals held in Berne last month, and an attempt to discuss 
the Shechita question was defeated. Abroad a pamphlet has been compiled 
and very widely-circulated, containing the opinions of a large number of 


of Jewish teachers in elementary schools, and is in good working © 
order. Turning to. other branches of our educational activity, the 
Jews’ Hospital has elected as President in succession to Dr. 
Mr. Alderman G. whose father and 
uncle had rendered great services to the charity. The Stepney Jewish School 
has won much praise for its energetic measures to provide a physical training 
to its pupils, and the result has been markedly successful. The Jewish Branch 
of the Children’s Holiday Fund has continued its beneficent work, and nearly 
1,000 Jewish children were sent to the country this year for a fortnight’s 
holiday. . Children’s Orphan Aid Societies have been established in connec- 


tion with various London Synagogues ; that formed at St. Petersburgh Place 


has become very popular with the youthful congregants, and others have 
lagged not very far behind. The Anglo-Jewish Association, whose schools 
continue to maintain their high efficiency, has, at the request of Lord 
Rotuscuitp and Messrs. ALFrep and Leoproup taken over 
the management of the Evelinade Rothschild Girls’ School at Jerasalem, the 
expenses of which those kindly and distinguished brethren continue to pay. 
The transference, carried through by Mr. E.H. p’Aviepor, coincided with the 
appointment for the first time of an influential Ladies’ Committee of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, of which Mrs. Lrorotp pe RoruscaiLp 3s 
President. Progress has also been made during the year with the plan of 
issuing an English Bible suitable for schools, but for the present 
the Committee appointed for the purpose has restricted itself to 
the publication of a leaflet, on which will be displayed only 
the most important amendments needed to render the Revised Version 
fully acceptable to Jews. In America a more ambitious scheme has been 
formed, and it is hoped that by the combined efforts of American and English 
Jewish scholars the desired work will one day see thelight. Closely allied to 
educational philanthropy is care for the body, and during the year some 
important steps haye shown that our community is not bebindhand in its 
work in this field. On the contrary, it has been found as of yore easier 10 
move men’s hands pursewards for physical projects of amelioration than for 
educational schemes pure and simple. Jews’ College, for instance, is still 
miserably neglected, and the zeal of its Principal, Dr. FrizpLaND=®, 
severely handicapped by the frigid attitude of the community. There ® 
no prospect that we shall ever establish in England a Seminary equal to 
the new Viennese Academy, which enjoys Imperial support. A talk there 
has been of establishing a Jewish College at Cambridge, but the proposal 
ended in talk even as it began therein, though Mr. Scuecnres is 00 the 
spot, himself a host of learning and inspiration, To return to our point, 
among the benefactions for promoting the physical welfare of the poorer 
members of the community, the Lodging House in Gun Street has 


increased in popularity, the ayerage number of occupants of beds being 
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a9, Mr. Josern Prxe has presented to the Jewish Ladies’ Association, 
through the Rev. 8. Sixcer, a freehold house in the East End, to be 
nsed as a Lodging House for respectable Jewish girls. The institution is 
named ‘“‘ Sara Pyke House” in memory of the donor's wife. Again, the 
Spanish and Portuguese Almshouses have been concentrated in a handsome 
block of buildings in Devonshire Street, Mile End. The Jewish Home 
and Hospital for Incurables enjoyed the honour of a visit from the Duke 
or York in July. This was the first time that a member of the Royal 
Family has visited a Jewish institution for many a year, but the Doxe or 
York may have felt specially called upon to take this early interest in our com- 
munity, for from no section of the subjects of this Empire did more hearty 
felicitations reach him than the Jews addressed to him on the birth of an heir. 
The prayer composed by the Carer Rasni for this occasion was also recited 
in Bevis Marks and Berkeley Street—a commendable instance of good 
feeling. At the Hospitals, generally, there has been an acceptable increase in 
the number of Jewish students, while Dr. Gustav Scuonrstein has been 
appointed Visiting Physician at boththe London and Brompton Hospitals, two 
of the most coveted posts in the medical profession. These appointments stamp 
Dr. ScnorsTEIN as one.of the foremost of rising physicians, and his career has 
been as rapid as it has been brilliant, Hospitals are not usually the battle- 
grounds of creeds ; hence some proceedings at the German Hospital were, 
fortunately, as exceptional as they were intolerant. Itis more than regrettable 
that sectarian religious services should be conducted in general wards where a 
considerable number of patients dissent from the creed of the chaplain. 

The proper places for religious instruction are the Church and the 
Synagogue, not the Hospital. The synagogue year has been full of incident. 
The Carer Rassi's pastoral tour commenced at Bath on May 10th and 
ended at Southampton, where the Mayor and Corporation attended 


synagogue in State, on May 21st. A similar function, of a 
more important character, occurred in Portsmouth, where the 


Rey. §. Sinezr_ preached before the Mayor and Corporation on 
January 26th. A discussion on the condition of the Provincial Congrega- 
tions, inaugurated by Colonel Gotnsmrp, has resulted in valuable suggestions 
for future improvements. A Jewish Ministers’ Union has been formed and 
should have a well-defined influence on these and similar questions affecting 
the clergy and laity alike, Several remarkable events in connection with 
our synagogues, fraught with coming promise, have to be noted. The 
foundation stone of a new synagogue for Leeds was laid by Mr. G. W. 
Batrous, M.P.; an interesting Volunteer Service, arranged by the 
Rey. F. L. Conen, was held in South London; the Rey. S. Sixcer 
preached at the Reform Synagogue in Manchester and: the Rey. L. M. 
Simmons distributed the prizes at the New West End Synagogue. These 
latter incidents, unimportant in themselves, are symptoms of that better 
feeling, that longing for reunion which we believe animates the whole com- 
munity. Other minor points have been the introduction of the Electric 
Light in Jewish places of worship. Mrs. James L. Hart defrayed the cost 
of installation at the New West End Synagogue, whose members moreover 
have generously subscribed a large amount for the decoration of that edifice. 
The Hammersmith Synagogue, in order to raise funds for erecting a School 
- and Minister’s House, had recourse to the novel and successful expedient of 
a “ Benefit” which took place in April at Olympia. ‘“ Re-settlement 
Day” has been proposed as a new festival in the Anglo-Jewish calendar ; 
it remains to be seen whether the enthusiasm of February 4th last 
has the seed of endurance in it. Foremost of the changes in the 
personnel of the clergy’ was the departure of Dr. Lerygr for 
Altona, whither he carries the good-will and regard of many, even among 
those who do not share his views. The Rev. Moanits Josera has been 
definitely appointed Delegate Minister at Berkeley Street ; the Rey. I. S. 
Meisexs has returned to Aria College in succession to Dr. Stern ; the Rey. 
Joux Harris has left London for Liverpool; the Rev, L. Menprtsouy 
has exchanged Newcastle for Bristol, and other changes have been effected, 
The festival services at the Great Assembly Hall, under the auspices of the 
United Synagogue, were attended by several thousands of worshippers, and 
the Rey. B. Scuewzi« preached on various occasions. A futile discussion . 
arose as to the suitability of the Hall for Jewish services, but the controversy 
was fittingly closed by the presentation of an-illuminated address to Mr. 
I’, N. Cuarriyaton for the loan of the Hall. Children’s services were held 
in various synagogues, a very interesting instance being the gathering of 
some 400 children at Spital Square Synagogue on the occasion of a thanks- 
giving service on their return from the country. The Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation has shown unusual signs of vitality, and the 
scheme for a new synagogue in Maida Hill was carried through with enviable 
rapidity, 

The foregoing synagogal events have, however, been dwarfed by com- 
parison with interest felt in what is known as the East End Scheme, the 
details of which must be fresh in our readers’ memory. An earlier project, 
for the acquisition of a site in Mil» End, was abandoned, but the proposals of 
the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue for re-erecting the old 
Hambro’ Synagogue, with a Beth}Hamedrash, in Commercial Road, were 
adopted by the Council, and subsequently received the sanction of a mass | 


\ 


meeting of the seatholders. Lord Rorascuitp’s interest in the scheme was 
the predominant factor in producing this acquiescence, but the mass meeting 
did not pass without considerable ebullition of feeling. One feature of the 
original scheme, the foundation of a Jewish Toynbee Hall, seems to have 
been lost sight of, but this attractive suggestion is certain to be revived. 
There are now available for such a purpose a large number of Jewish 
University men. | | 

Indeed the past year will be remembered for the Jewish successes at the 
Universities. At Cambridge two Fellowships were gained—the one by Mr, 
Kicunowz, the other by Mr. Lavixg; and Mr. Lionet D. Baryert has even 
improved on his former splendid promise. Mr. Isnagn Gottaxcz was 
elected English Examiner at the London University, Mr. B. L. Apranams 
gained the Arnold Historical Prize (Oxford), Dr. Gasten was appointed for 
the second time Ilchester Lecturer at Oxford, Mr. I. Apranams was 
nominated University Extension Lecturer for Jewish History and Literature, 
and many other successes have been won. The Senate of St. Andrews 
University conferred on the Rey. A. Lowy the honorary LL.D. degree. Mr, 
S. Scaecuter is to give a course of lectures on Rabbinic Theology at 
University Hall, London. Mr. Lupwia Mowyp, the eminent Chemist, 
presented to the Royal Institution the premises and’ fund requisite for the 
prosecution of scientific research, and thus a long hoped for boon has been 
bestowed on the scientific world. And it would be unfitting to close this 
survey of personal performances without alluding to the cordial welcome 
accorded to Mr. I*°. Cowen’s opera “ Signa,” and to the success of Mr. 
S. J. Soromon and others in the world of Art. The literature of the year 
is dealt with in another column. | 

The Baronetcy conferred upon Mr. (now Sir) Samurt Montaao, M.P., 
was the chief among many recognitions gained during the year by Jewish 
public men. : Mr. A. Leon Emanvet, J.P., was elected Mayor of Ports- 
mouTH. Tor thirty years the new Mayor has acted as Honorary Jewish 
Chaplain at Portsmouth Prison, which is now closed. Arrangements will 
be made for the first time by the Government for appointing a Jewish 
Chaplain at Parkhurst, Isle of Wight. Mr. Alderman Isragen Hart was 
elected Mayor of Leicester for the third time, and Mr. Alderman Samvet has 
been made Sheriff of the City of London. Mr. Natuan Moss, a 
prominent member of the London County Council, and Mr. Srvarr M. 
Samua.t, a former member of that body, were appointed Justices 
of the Peace. Mr. Artucr Cones, Q.C.,. is the Treasurer 
of the Inner Temple for 1894. Lieut.-Colonel Go tpsmip has 
been promoted to the rank of Colonel, and has been appointed to command 
the 41st Regimental District at Cardiff. On the Continent and in America 
Jews continue to fill important public posts with distinction, Mr.. Dayip 
RaAyYNAL refused the invitation of the late M. Cannor to form a Cabinet, but 
accepted the Ministry of the Interior in the Casimtn Perter Cabinet, 
Another French Jew, M. Mavcrice Lewy, is for 1894 President of the 
Institute of France, an honour which has never before fallen to a Jew. 

Paris, too, was the scene of a meeting of representatives of European 
and American Associations interested in the Colonisation of Syria. A 
Central Committee of the Chovevi Zion was formed, which elected Mr. Exix 
pAviapor as President and Sir 8S. Mowraco, Bart., M.P., as Treasurer. 


The private narrative of Mr. Maxime KoGcax—who was associated with 


Colonel Goupsmip in the Argentine colonies—and the full text of the 
Report for 1893 of the Jewish Colonisation Association, supplemented by 
the Report of H.B.M. Vice-Consul at Buenos Ayres, unite in representing 
the prospects of the colonies to be very promising. Further Exploration of 
Palestine has also been set on foot, and the interest felt by Jews in the enter- 
prise was marked by the crowded audience which listened to Sir Cuartes 
Wiuson at Jews’ Colleze and the Working Men’s Clab, and by the dinner to Sir 
Cuartes Witson and Major Conner at the Maccabwans. This Society 
also entertained during the season Canon Basyetr and M. Yvrs Gryor, 
thus maintaining its unique functions as a means for recognising services to 
the community which might otherwise pass unmarked. 

The hand of Death always falls heavy on those bereaved, but reverent 
sympathy in performing the last duties to the departed may prevent the edge 
of grief from cutting too deeply. During the year a Chevra Kadisha, under 
the presidency of Mr. Antuvr Franxciy, has been formed with the pious 
object of surerintending the tahara and other Jewish rites in the house of 
mourning. The initiation of this society has coincided with a more than 
average number of severe losses in the community. Rarely has the same 
year witnessed the death of four such men of light and leading as Apour 
JELLINEK, Loupwia Avecst Franxi, Joseren Peries and ALEXANDER 
Koaur. Franku was the only Jewish poet of European fame in his era : 
JELLINEK was the greatest Jewish preacher of his own, perhaps of all time, 
Perves and Koavr, Rabbis and scholars, have left Munich and New York 
to mourn irreparable losses. Vienna, indeed, has worn her mourning garb for 
many a month. Besides Jecurvex and Faankt, the Austrian capital lost 
Baron Von Kosigswarten, financier and philanthropist, the active promoter 


of every enterprise of moment to the Jews of Austria. He was the first Jew 


called to the Austrian House of Peers. With the death of Marco 
Mortara the Jews of Italy bade adieu to the last of their

| 
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SHOFAR NOTES. 


BY THE REV. FRANCIS L, COHEN. 


In a few observations which appeared in tbese columns just before the Day 
of Memorial last year, I dealt with the shape and manufacture of this ancient 
Jewish trumpet. For, as I then pointed out, trumpet it is, ratner than horn or 
bugle, as we nowadays know them, Even its name “Shofar” reminds us of this, 
etymologically signifying, as it does, the same as the English “clarion,” a term 
denoting a trumpet with a very narrow bore and a clear, shrill tone. These 
conditions are fulfilled by the Shofar, although there be some unfortunate 
synagogue-goers who may be inclined to contest the aptness of the adjective 
“clear,”’ Let these find solace in the development of their historical sense, for 
there was a time, we gather from the Talmud ( Rosh Ba-shanzh, 23 and 33), when 
people used to blow the Shofar in order to enjoy a little music. You smile, 
good reader; but I would beg a candid confession whether you also smile when 
you hear the orchestral part written for that noble gentleman among instru- 
ments, the trumpet, vulgarised by our more familiar little friend, the cornet. 
But perbaps you are justified in your esthetics, for 1 remember the amazement 
struggling with amusement that distinguished the Gentile from the Jewish faces 
when I “illustrated” the calls on the Shofar to the members of the Musical 
Association ; and this although assuredly I was not on that occasion to be 
numbered among those executants whom the Shulchana Aruch, with delicate 
politeness, describes as “ commencing to blow and not being able to finish.” But 
if we are not thrilled by the beauty of the tone produced by the Shofar, the 
associations of its vast antiquity and the solemn occasion suffice to make us well 
satisfied if no contretemps occurs through the instrument not having been 
sufficiently long soaked—and may we add, practised upon—by the officiant who 
sounds the ancient sacred calls. | 


The Shofar, like all other instruments sounded by the vibration of the lips 
in a cup, produces its notes by the division of the column of air within the tube 
into two, three, four, five or more equal parts in wave-like motion. This division 
is effected by increase of the velocity of the air current resulting from the varia- 
tion of pressure set up through different tensions of the lipsof the player, The 
bore of the Shofar being not absolutely regular, these harmonics or overtones, 
as they are called, are not pure and true, but disturbed. Thus their distinctive 
. sound is harsher and sbriller than those produced by a metal instrument. 
Further, whilst brass trumpets produce several harmonics, only two or three 
are available on the ritual horn. The calls played on the Shofar consist of these 
two or three notes in certain combinations, as given below. 


Ever since Bible times, two distinct calls, and two only, have been recog. 
nised. In Numbers x., 1—10, we first come across the 7¢ru'ah and the 7vqgi'ah as the 
Jewish alarms, The word Zevi'ah means a stroke, and describes the smart 
“tonguing’’ by which a single note is commenced on a wind instrument, A 
parallel expression is found in the Talmud (’Hrachin 101) where the technical 
expression for playing on the (ali! (reed-pipe or oboe) is for asimilar ‘reason 
“striking.” The idiom re-appears in the German in die Trompete stossen, but our 
English word “blow” refers rather to the “ bulging” of the cheeks than the 
“stroke” of the tongue. The word Zeru'ah, on the other hand, signifies a 
“sound,” precisely in the same sense as in Eaglish. Although as nouns the 
two words are distinct, they are practically synonymous in their verbal form, 


The tradition of the calls sounded in the Temple, whether on the 
Chatsotservth or long straight silver trumpets (like our coach horns in appearance), 
or on the Shofar, is preserved in the Talmudical rule derived from the practice 
of the most ancient synagogues as well (tosh Ja-Shanah, 33b), where we are 
told that three flourishes should be sounded, each of three calls, Zegi'ah, Teru'ah 
and Jegi’ah, But (‘>. and 34a) there were overlapping traditions, for while all 
the doctors held that the duration of the Z’gi'ah was equal to that of three 
Teru'oth, and that the Zeru'ah was itself equal to three Yebaboth, or short staccato 

cries (this root being also used in the Syriac for a trumpet-call), there were 
some who had been taught to define it as equal to three Shebarim or broken 
sounds, But whether these were only “sobs”’ like the first, or “ moans” like the 
second, or both, there existed at first some little controversy. Eventually the 
strong man put his foot down, and the gifted RK, Abbahu of Cwsarea ordained 
about the end of the third century of the present era, that each of the possible 
forms of the Zeru'ah should be given, As there were three flourishes, corres. 
ponding with the three special prayers of the New Year in which the fundamental 
principles of Judaism are presented—MVa!chioth (God is King), Zichronoth (God 
marks man’s deeds) and A&h»froth (God has revealed Himself)—there 
would be twelve calls in the set according to one-inuterpretation (7Z¢qi'ah, 
Shebarim-Jeru'ah, Teqi’ah) and nine in the set according to each of the other 
interpretations (Zeqgi'ah, Shebarim, Tegi'ah, and Teqi ah, Teru'ah, Teqgiah), Hence 
we get the thirty calls, in nine flourishes, in three sets, sounded after the Reading 
of the Law on the Day of Memorial. These fl »urishes had also been d.rected by 
R, Simon III. ben Gamaliel, in the middle of the second cantury, to be sounded 
at the close of each of the three sections in the Musav’ prayer of New Year. 
The reason was this. The Imperial authorities, igaoraat of Habrew customs, 
imagined that those irrepressible patriots, the Jews, were preparing yet another 
revolt, and that the Shofar flourishes were military signals calling [srael to arms, 
The legionaries‘were ordered to anticipate the attack, and miny Jews were 
slaughtered. Next year it was arranged that the Shofar should be sounded in 
the Additional Service. The Roman canturions hearing and seeing nothing but 
prayers and lessons from Scripture, and then more prayers with the sounding of 
the Shofar in the midst of the devoticns, soon marched their men back to 
barracks, perceiving that the whole procseding was a religious Service pure and 
simple. The sounding again took its proper place in the Morning Service, but 
out of a sentiment of zeal and as a record, the additional soundings were 
retained (see also Tvsaphoth on Rist Hu-Shanah, 32d), In the days of the 
French Tosaphists of the twelfth century the three separate flourishes thus 
preserved in the Additional Service were sounded one in each of the three forms 
settled by R. Abbahu, as explained above (i+, 33b). Our present custom, how- 
ever, is to sound them all three alike in a modified form of the first variant, 
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thus: Shebarim, Teru'ah, Teqgi'ah, Thus all possible forms of the 
Teru’ah are rendered, 


> 


It depends entirely upon the peculiarities of the individaal instrament 
whether the two notes which form the different calls are at the interval of a 
fifth, an octave, or, more rarely, a fourth apirt, or whether the intervals them- 
selves show a true, or only an approximate, intonation. Toe distinctive rhythm 
is of far more importanca than the particular notes produced, for (Orach 
Chayim, § 535) “all notes on the Shofar are permissible.” This is interestingly 
paralleled by the custom with reference to certain military field-calls, in which, 
whether rendered by trampat or bugle, the sims rhythm and figare are 
preserved, but different intervals employed. 

As for the reasons for which the Shofar is sounded , but as that isa 
favourite subject with preachers, it would not be professional etiquette for me 
here to anticipate the forthcoming eloquent utterances of my colleag.as. 


HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE OOMMITTEE FOR 
ASSISTING THE JEWISH BOARD OF 
GUARDIANS. 

> 


An Interim Report has been issued, as follows: Acting upon the circular 
letter sent by Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P., President of the Jewish Board of Guar- 
dians, to the various synagogues at the end of last year, the above Committee 
was formed at a meeting of members of the Hampstead Synagogue, beld on the 
21st January, 1894, and confirmed at a meeting held on the 4th February, at 
which meeting honorary officers were elected. A Sub-Committee was formed, 
styled the Visiting Committee, the duties of which are the investigation of 
cases on behalf of the Board of Guardians, and reporting thereon for the pur- 
pose of being dealt with as the Board may from time to time determine. 

On the 14th of March a meeting of the Visiting Committee was held for 
allotting the first batch of cases received from the Board of Guardians for 
‘Investigation. 

At a meeting held on the 15th April, the lady visitors of the Hampstead 
Synagogue Guild were elected to tbe Visiting Committee, and the Guild was, 
by mutual consent, amalgamated with this Committee. 

The Visiting Committee investigating for the Board of Guardians now 
comprises three ladies and eleven gentlemen, who bave up to the present inves- 
tigated and reported upon over 100 cases, involving a far larger number of 
visits, As a consequence of its recommendations, about £18) has been granted 
by the Board of Guardians and Russo-Jewish Joint Committee in either 
immediate or periodical relief, whilst the Loan Committee has, in addition, 
advanced about £210 to be repaid in weekly or monthly instalments by the 
borrowers. The number of garments collected by the Ladies’ Guild has baen 
1825, of which 728 were distributed by the Board of Guardians, 992 by the 
Guild itself, locally and in the East End, leaving 105 garments on hand for use 
during the ensuing year. The lady visitors of the Guild have also independently 
of thosesent up by the Board of Guardians, visited and relieved over 150 cases, 
relief in these cases consisting of the granting of tickets for obtaining clothing, 
coal and meat, as also the granting of money assistance. Out of the £31 4s, rt 
subscribed by the members of the Guild, £14 16s, 2d, bas been expended for the 
purchase of three sewing machines, and in the grant of loans, 

Through the kindness of Mr, Abraham Davis, the Guild had two rooms 

laced at their disposal at 106, Old Montague Street, which were opened by the 
ady visitors of the Guild on the 26th December, 1893. The rooms have been 
used forthe purpose of teaching poor young women sewing, six such girls 
attending at the opening, which number has since increased to foarteen, By 
the payment of one penny weekly, the girls become owners of the work done 
by chown, the materials used being supplied by the Guild. Since the opening of 
these rooms, the girls have attended once a week, a recess being taken in July. 
The girls have been under the superintendence of several of the ladies of the 
Guild, who have attended by rota. Miss Levy has generously provided six of 
the girls with a holiday in the country, some of them for eight, the rest for 
fourteen days. |

LITERATURE OF THE YEAR. 


It is no Chauvinistic patriotism that induces me to begin the literar y 
summary of the year with the achievements of English Jews. we oe mew 
applies to criticism as well as to knowledge. The Continent is so use : ear 
foremost, that—though its absolute supremacy has yet to be touc - : i 
will gracefully yield on this occasion before the relatively enhanced bn as 
of England. In brief, in no year, whose records are accessible, —for Jacot 
will admit that our information concerning pre-Expulsion England is sti 
fragmentary,—have so many books been written, begun, and planned by English 
Jews as in the “ year of the world” 5654. 

Think only of the promises, There are Macmillan's ar | ewish Library,” Mr, 
Joseph Jacobs’ coming six volumes, Mr. Zangwill’s The Master, “ Z, Z,'3"" Drama 
in Dutch, Mrs, H. Lucas’ “Songs of Zion,” Mr. Gollancz's Temple Shakespeare 
and J/amlet Saga, Mr. Lucien Wolf's Menassch ben Israel, Mr. B. L. Abrahams 
articles in the “Dictionary of Political Economy,’ my own Hellenism and 
Hebraism, (which I hope may be ready before 18J5 has ended), Mr. Kenner 2 
Hartriann Essays,and Miss B, Liwy's edition of L. Errera’s work on the Russian 
Jew. Surely this is not a poor list of promises; it will be interesting, and let 
us hope exhilarating, a year hence to compare the performance with the promises. 
And the foregoing list of the promises is far from complete. 


But to return to the past. In the first place, has England kept pace with 
the Continent in the popularising movement now so universally discernible 
abroad ? Therecan be no doubt as to the answer. True, the lectures at Jews’ 
College have not attracted the crowds that once flocked to Tavistock House, but 
the papers by Professor Oppert, Mr. St. Chad Boscawen, Dr, Friedliinder and 
Mr. Marcus Adler drew good audiences, and this season the fare offered 
will probably be more “ popular ” than before, Mr, F. D. Mocatta not only 
himself discoursed but, on the Talmudic maxim that“ the causer is be‘ ter than 
the doer,’ he has made others discourse. In short, it is mainly ow.ng to his 
influential encouragement that the extension lectures on Jewish history were 
given at Toynbee Hall. And the lectures deliverei before the Jewish Historical 
Society of England have been so popular that on “ Resettlement Day * the 
rooms of the Maccabzans could not hold the visitors who came to be interested, 
and fulfilled their expectations, A volume of translations is now in the press, 
and may be expected before the end of October. The Maccabieans, by the way, 
themselves had some good literary evenings, and a discussion on “ Superstitions,” 
(whatever they may be), initiated by the Rev, A, A, Green, was, I am told, 
exciting and rather amazing, | 


Thus the popularisation continues, and the interest awakened in the Jews 
themselves shows little abatement.. Mr. Zangwill’s “ King of the Schnorrers ” 
has been even more popular—at least in America—than his “ Children of the 
Ghetto.” Mr. Farjeon’s “ Aaron the Jew ” has been widely read, while the 
English stories by or about Jews have included an English translation of 
Krassewski's “The Jew,” Mr. Besant’s “ Rebel Queen,” “A Romance of the 
Faith,” by H. D. Ward, Mr. J, Platt’s “ Tales of the Supernatural,” P. Gautot’s 
“The Red Shirts,” translated by Mr. de Villiers, of the British Museum. 
Abroad, the novels of the year have been more numerous, Hebrew and Jargon 
stories have abounded ; M. Gawalewicz’s “ Mechesy ’"—the story of a Jewish 
Polish Convert—made much sensation; a third edition has appeared of Dr. 
Herzberg’s brilliant “ Family Papers,’ anda new collection is being published 
of the “ Sketches of Jewish Family Life,” by Sacher-Masoch, who, though killed 
by telegram, is happily still alive, : 


With the exception of Mr. F, Cowen’s “Signa”—an opera that has gone 
through a series of exciting adventures which would have killed anything less 
than a work of genius—ithe “dramatic” incidents of the year have been few, 
Mr, David James died; itself a three-act loss, Mr, Zangwill’s “Six 
Persons” and Mr, Malcolm Salaman’s “A Daughter of Eve” are the only 
successful plays by Jews that I can remember, Both these plays, curiously 
enough, were produced at the Haymarket, where, however, there is yet no sign 
of the oft-promised “ Uriel Acosta,” 


Still holding off from the learned work of the year, other books of 
popular character, remain to be noted, Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ “ More English 
Fairy Tales”—as charming as the first series: Lady Simon’s “ Records and 
Reflections "—pious, simple, thoughtful: an anonymous work on “The Jewish 
Question and the Mission of the Jews”—poor but readable; Lady Magnus’s 
“Boys of the Bible”; Mr, Gollancz's pretty and, learned though popular, 
edition of Charles Lamb’s Elizabethan Selections, besides several volumes of 
the Temple Shakespeare; Dr. Chotzner’s “Hebrew Women” in the Asiatic 
Quarterly; the Rev, I, Myers’ “Gems from the Talmud”; Mr, J. H. Levy's 
Introduction to the “ Tyranny ot Socialism,” Mr. H. Lazarus’ “ English Revo- 
lution of the Twentieth Century,” A glad welcome will be extended to 
both Miss Elsie and Miss Nina Davis, who have shown by their translations of 
Hebrew poems, published in the Jewish Chronicle, that very good work may be 
confidently expected of them, 


England, too, has played its part in the realms of pure learning, Mr. 
Sidney Lee's success as editor of the “ Dictionary of National Biography ”’ 
belongs to general rather than Jewish literature. In Jewish studies strictly so- 
called, this year has inaugurated an epoch of new discovery, and though the 
chief historical and philological works have been written abroad, still Dr, 
Neubauer and Mr. Schechter have vindicated the claims of England to a fore- 
most place in the new exploration. Dr, Neubauer's discoveries of liturgical 
fragments have been most important ; while Mr. Schechter has not only found 
and published the whole of a new Midrash to the Song of Solomon, but he has 
found fragments of Sifri Zuta, and he, with the Rev, 8. Singer, is editing a 
omy of Kerithoth, the oldest Talmudic MS, extant. Dr. Gaster has pub- 

some new texts of interest to students of the Apocrypha and Apocalyptic 


literature, and announces the discovery of an unknown work of Maimonides, 


: Mr. Wom Straalen has given us his supplement to Zedner’s Catalogue; Mr. 


Margoliouth has printed his Catalogue of Hebrew and Samaritan MSS, possesseq 
by the British Museum, and Dr, Hirschfeld has published a list of the Msg 
in the library of Dr, L. Loewe. Last, but not least, Mr. C. G, Montefiore in 
England, and Dr. Kobler, in America, have added light to the dark ways of Now 
Testament criticism, 


America, too, has had a very good year, but the death of Dr. Kohnt has 
been a serious blow, The publications of the American Jewish Historical 
Society have in particular set a high standard. The American books have 
been so often referred to in this column, that I need not enumerate them now 
more particularly. 


The Continent has given us so much that Ican do no more than tabulate 
the more interesting publications, The Monatsschri/t completes its second year, 
the Revue des Etudes Juives continues its useful appearances, Stade’s Zeitschrift 
has contained several essays by Jewish scholars, so has the Z.D.M.G. A new 
periodical “ East and West” (Hebrew) has made its début in Vienna. The new 
works may be roughly grouped as follows: these works are mostly foreign, even

The Shofar is resounding throughout the sacred fanes of Jewry, calling 
each individual Jew to capentones rom his backsliding ; even as the Shofar 
was sounded throughout the Israelitish camp, for forty he till the first day of 
Atonement, while the Lawgiver stayed on the mount of God willingly offerin 
himself to erring people. “ Him that hat 
inned agiinst Me will I blot out of my book.” “ | 
mi The t redemption of the soul is now raised above the redemption of the land 
and of the nation; the individual is taking the place of the nation, and the 
national aspirations seem to shrink before individual duty. The sweet strains 
of the Comforter are silenced, and the veil which was for a short time turned 
aside, revealing the aspirations after the Redemption of the Land, again will 
conceal the ever-present and familiar spirit of Consolation and of Hope. Not 
in vain do the aspirations after the Restoration exercise such a fascination over 
the Remnant of the Faithful. For they have been the vivifying and sustaining 
elements in the Everlasting Nation. The message of She-ar Jasbub is delivered, 
the spirit of consolation is at work, and it now remains for Him, “ who confirms 
the word of His servant, who accomplishes the counsel of his messengers, who 
bath said of Jerusalem, ‘it shall be established ;’ and of the cities of J udah, 
they shall be re-built ; that its desert places shall be raised up again.
